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GANDHI ADDRESSES CONGRESS(1) PARLIAMENTARY PARTY

The Prime Minister, Mra. Indira Gandhi, said today that her Government had redeemed 
the pledge to give the country 4 new Sixth Plan within « year of coming into office. 


The main task now, she told an eve-of-session meeting of the Congrese(l) Parlia- 
mentary Party, was to set about implementing the Plan in right earnest. 


In spite of political, financial and international problems ase well ae the usual 
difficulty in securing the approval of all the States and crossing bureaucratic 
hurdles, the Plan document had been finalised. 


Hard Work Needed: The Prime Minister congratulated the members of the Planning 
Commission on producing the Plan document in record time. During the inter- 
eessi.n period “we all had to work very hard”, she added. 


There was opposition to the Sixth Plan from certain quarters, especially from the 
left front Ministries in three States. The Chief Ministers of these States had 
said they differed with many of the formulations in the Plan. 


But even they had agreed to implement the Plan to the best of their ability now 
that it had been formally adopted by the National Development Council. They had 
said they would try to do guch better than other States. 


A lot of united and concerted effort would be needed to mobilise resources and 
ensure the implementation of the Plan. Congresse(l) members of Parliament, who 
represent the people, could play an effective role in these efforte. 


Righ« Direction: There was 4 realisation that the country had turned the corner. 
"We are not yet out of darkness altogether but there is enough light for ue to see 
that we are moving in the right direction,” she said. 


A very important person who came to see her this sorning had described the Sixth 
Plan ae far too ambitious, but she assured him that India would be able to implement 
it. She sought the support of her party colleagues in this task. 

















There was quch talk about mil ions of »seop « being below the poverty line and what 
not. But even in prosperous Weetermh countries there were many, who in compariecon 
with the affluent sections were very poor, 


Self-eufficiency in Grain: It wae not often realised that some of the communiet 
countries, industrially very advanced, were even now dependent on imported food- 
grains but Indie had achieved self-sufficiency in this vital reapect, and the stan- 
dard of living of the people of thie co.otey had gone up, 


Recently some Buropeans came to India by the overland route, They had told her 
that conditions in some of the countries they visited on the way were worse, 


A visitor from abroad had told her that he noticed a distinct improvement in the 
condition of farmers in Madhya Pradesh on hie second visit after 10 years. 


Unfortunately these positive aspects of India's achievements were not publicised 
and the focus was turned on the dark aide, Mre Gandhi regretted. 


Only hard and tireless work could achieve progress. - Cevernment was of ten 
blamed for lawlessness but instead of isolating lay ‘rea. °e from society, why did 
the critics give them shelter?’ 


Discipline Necessary: Mre. Gandhi stressed the importance of discipline in build- 
ing up the nation's strength. Warning her party colleagues that indiscip,ine would 
not be tolerated, she said the elected State Governments should be given the full- 
est opportunity to work. 


Those members of the Congress(I) Parliamentary Party who were concerned with State 
politics should not go against the State Governments because they gust achieve 
results. 


Decrying the Opposition for ite attempts to demoralise the people and to weaken 
the national effort at a time of serious crisis, she said what they were doing was 
neither in their own nor in the nation's interests. 


Members should remain alert and should counter wrong issues brought up by the 
Opposition so that the people could know the truth. "We want to move in the direc- 
tion which strengthens us not only to solve our problems but also create better 
human values." 


In the true Gandhian spirit of non-violence the Government wanted to solve ail 
problems by meeting the people and holding talks with them. On the other hand 
those who were against the policy of adult franchise were today accusing her of 
being undemocratic. 


Certain elements vere using “our own people to weaken us and to distort our 
achievements,” she said. 


Festive Atmosphere: Turning to tomorrow's kisan rally, Mre. Gandhi said she had 
noticed a festive atmosph.~e when she went round 4 couple of places through which 
people were streaming into Delhi. The rally would help weld the whole of India 
together. 


In a brief reference to the non-aligned Foreign Ministers conference in Delhi, the 
Prime Minister said the prophets of doom had been proved vrong.

But to ws gore important than the sige of the Muslia community ie ite vital contrib- 
ution to Indian life through seweral centures. tislamic elements have intereacted 
with other elements of our land, influencing and being influenced in practically 
every branch of human activity--in philosophy and aattere of the spirit; in state- 
eraft and social organisation; in art, architecture, gueic and literature; in 
mathematics, medicine and crafte and technologies; indeed, in the food we eat, the 
dress we wear, the wery words we epeak. 


At several pointe of time in the .aet 1400 yeare since the rise of islam, Delhi 
has attracted same of the ereatest seere and echolare of the Islamic world. fven 
teday, Delhi and other cities give views! and aural evidence of thie long connec- 
tion, 





Our ereat pride ic that indian culture is 4 composite one, born of aany strands 
and colowre, and that in the process of sesinilating of influencing, it has been 
india’s special genius to allow each component to retain ite distinctive flavour 
and character. The getaphor weed by same writers ie that India is not 4 melting 
pot but 4 mosaic. 


There hawe been Muclia kingdoms and conquerore in India. But Islam came a6 4 
religion end a6 4 culture to India several centuries before it came a6 4 politica! 
feree. For several centuries, if sot aillennia, before the advent of the Holy 
Prophet there were linke of culture and commerce between the people of India and 
the people of Weet Asia. So when Ielae transformed the life and intellectual 
horieone of the people of Arabia it did sot take long for the infilwence to be felt 
im india. 


A great Duropean who became an Indian--Mire. Annie Besant, recalled the aarvwele and 
@iracies achiewed by lelam in ite firet decades: 


“Prom the eighth century til! the fourteenth in the hand of the children of Islas 
is etipped the torch of science, Wherever they go they carry learning with 
then; they conquer, but where they conquer they found echoole, universities. The 








uiiversities ef Caire, of Baghdad, of .ordeva afew up wader the shadew of the 
Prophet, OhWrletian furepe crowds to Andalusia to lear from the Musalman teacher 
the elements of forgotten seienee; they bring astronomy; they translate the 
/siddhantas/ |in boldface) of ladia and other books, They invent, wat de they 
het invent’? They take up Seth ematice from the Hindu and the Greek, they discover 
equations of the second fogree, toe §%  Quadfatic==they discover and invent 
spherical trigonometry; they S.od) be stare, they measure the size of the earth 
within 4 degree of two, They make 4 new architecture, they discover 4 new music, 
they teaeh scientific agriculture, they bring manufacturets to the highest piteh of 
excellence, But is that 41)’ Ne, In philesephy they are still greater, They 
dive inte the very being of the Supreme.” 


The quotation is long but | hawe queted it because it captures the excitement and 
achievement of Islamic civilisation as few other brief accounts have done. 


it is for seholare like you to delwe inte the sore abstruse points of telamic 
Philosophy. 1 ehall content ayself by paying tribute to the extraordinary 
illumination, compassion and ever-renewing relevance of the Holy Prophet's teach- 
ing. We said: “Unto every one of you, we have given 4 law and an open path; and 
if God had pleased, We had surely made you one people. But, He hath thought fit 
to give you different laws, that He sight try you in that which He hath given you 
respectively. Therefore etrive to exeel each other in good works; unte God shal! 
ye ail return, and then will He declare unte you that concerning which ye have 
disagreed,” 


Can there be 4 greater statement of the concept of tolerance, the one wirtwe which 
we need above all to sawe man and the world at this critical stage of history’ 


In hie surpassing humility the Holy Prophet described himself ae unlettered. Yet 
who could be wiser than the person who declared: “Knowledge enables its possessor 
to distinguish what is forbidden from what is not; it lights the way to heaven; it 
is our friend in the desert, our society in solitude, our companion when bereft 
of friende--an armour against enemies”. 


Through thie emphasis on knowledge, on striving, on compassion and on duty, Islan 
became 4 great catalyst of world-wide change, building a democratic fraternity, 
bringing about equality between women and men, and inspiring numerous tribes and 
sects with the vision of 4 common human destiny. 


India’s links with the trades and seafarers of the Arab world enabled Iclam to 
come here soon after ite rise in Arabia. Al-Ishatakhri, an Arab writer of the 
tenth century, wrote about Musalmanse and masjids in the cities of the Rashtrakuta 
empire. The Ravuttans and Labbe community of Muslims in Tamil Nadu are among the 
continuing proof of the early arrival of Islam in India. The tomb of Na. hed 

Vali at Tiruchirapalli beare the date 417 A.D. The remains of the saint Hagrat 
Aliyar Shah Sahib were buried near Madurai ewen earlier. The fame of Khwaja 
Moinuddin Chisti, who is laid to rest in Ajmer, is too widespread to need recount- 
ing. All this shows that the cultural contact of Islam had commenced auch before 
Muslia rulers came to conquer ond build kingdoms in this country. 


The contact of islamic and earlier indian thought gave 4 fillip to two important 
movements within Islam and Hinduise--namely Sufiem and the Bhakti echoo!. 











Somewhere in the course of the tentative mutual probings 
tures, the seriptural texte indicating the attributes 
with attention, in tye words of the Quran one of the 
"Leftiest in the heavens and the earth’, and the Gufis strove te conceive thie 
through their own experience, The southera Velehnavaes liken God to an ‘ocean of 
ail neetar=like attributes’, Again, the attributes of God are many, says the 
Quran, in the Indian epic the Mahabharata, the Kuru patriarch Bhiehma teaches the 
thousand known names of God, According to some of the comentatore of the Quran, 
the world iteelf is but « /tajalli/ [in boldface), or aanifestation of Hie attri- 
butes, and the creation of the world « form of emanation, “Behold the Opus of 
the Lord!” exclaime the Atharva Veda, 


Sufiem leaned heavily on the Quranic concept of /tawakkul/ [in boldface), trust in 
Ged, whieh had ite Indian equivalent in /prapatti/ [in boldface). The stream of 
Ramanuja’'s /bhakti/ [in boldface), commingling with Gufiem, reashed ite fuleent 

in Kamir who praised Rama-Rahia and Krishna-Faria and in the faith propounded by 
Guru Nanak. [ae pub! ished) 


Prom thie kind of interaction of Sufiem with Bhakti emerge? several eclectic, 
egalitarian and reformist ordere which gave deep emotional solace to the larger 

lation, As ay father, Jawaharial Nehru wrote in hie “Discovery of India,” 

induiem a6 4 whole felt the tiapact of the new ideas. Muslin ayeticien and Sufien, 

which probably had had ite beginnings in neo-Platonion, grew... The idea of the 
brotherhood of Ielam and of the theoretical equality of ite adherents made a 
powerful appeal... From thie ideological impact erew up various movements aiming 
at 4 religious eynthesis. fach person could take hie choice of these or of sore 
popular and simpler forme of worship. We could be 4 Vaiehnawite and believe in a 
personal God and pour out his faith to hie, Of gore philosophically inclined, he 
could wander in the tenuous realme of setaphysice and high philosophy.” 





The Hindu-Muslia exchange created famouse landmarke in literature, philosophy. 
architecture, language, music end art. In hie work "Wur Sipahr,.” Amir Khuerau 
makes special mention of indians a6 ‘the creatore of the “Panchatantra,” the 
immortal story-book of worldly wiedom which was translated into Persian, Turkish, 
Arabic and Dari. [as published) Thies became famous ae the Arabic “Kalilah 
Damnah.” Professor Mujeeb points out that the translation of the Upanishads, 

made by prince Dara Shikoh, was due not merely to literary curiosity, but to « 
passionate search for truth, and he must have felt that in the Upanishads the goal, 
‘the confluence of the two oceans’ had been reached. The famows Hari Mandir of the 
Sikhe in Ampritear, the Gowinds Dewa temple in Srindawan, and the Tirumalai 

Nayak Mahal in Medurai 411i reweal infivences of Muslia architecture. The age-old 
plastic idiom of the art of Ajanta yielded to the new laws of syametry,. proportion 
and epacing from Samarqand and Herat. Muslim builders, in turn, abeorbed aany an 
insight from Hindu and Buddhist building skilis. 


Wehave always recognised islam as one of our own religions and Islam wil! continue 
to grow and flourish in India. Our mosaic allows each piece to retain its shape 
and colour while forming part of 4 erand design. M“uslias in India are full and 
equal partners in national life--ite politics, ite production processes, its 
commerce, ite defence, its education, ite art and literature, ite self-expression. 
Bvery opportunity that is open to any Indian is open to an Indian Muslin. We 
make no discrimination againet the adherent of any religion. All faithe are 





entitied te equal pretect'o and equal respect, Tie we have named “Secularian”, 
whieh entities eaeh ledian te purewe Sie own belief and lear gore about his 

own creed, But it alee requires Nie to extend the same fight te persone of other

[Text! Prime Minteter Indira Gandhi exhorted the States on Friday to raise prow 
— resources for the Sixth Plan of face curtailment in their own 
outlaye. 


Addressing ⸗ Nationa! Development Counci!) (WDC) meeting, she noted that it wae 
becauee the Stacee had undertaken the big reeponeibility of raieing resources that 
large outlays were possible in the Plan, particularly for rural dewelopment and 
aeticuiture. 


Referring to the public sector Plan ocutiay of Re 97,500 crores with «a projected 
rate of five per cent, she eaid that it represented optique effort between 
t ie highly desirable and wat ie just possible.” 


Nre Gandhi eaid thie while referring to the criticiem from some quartere that the 
outlay wee sot large enough and the view expressed by othere thet it would be 
4iffieult to raiee resources ewen for thie seize of the outlay. 


The WIC @eeting concludes on Saturday. 


Nre Gandhi etressed the need for the States to effectively implement plan projecte 
and programmes and, above, 411, exerciee restraint in non-plen and unproductive 
expenditure. 


She told the States to try their utmost to eliminate loeses in their public under- 
tekings and to raice interna! resources for productive purposes. Obwiously 
referring to the recent kiean agitation in Meharashtra, she told the States not to 
take decisions under pressure of agitations in srese like fixation of fare prices 
or writing off of dues. 


Such decisions, ehe added, should be coordinated with other States and the Centre. 


Central Minietries, Mre Gandhi esid, would sleo haewe to adopt and implement pol i- 
cies that would promote the fulfileent of the Plan aaintain price etability and 
favour the flow of credit to weaker sections in aaegnitude and tearmse. [ae pub-

Mere Gandhi said 4 certain amount of unevenness in the allocation of resources 
among Competing uses wae inherent in the very process of planning, but ‘we should 
be collectively conscious of the dangers of neglecting any area of section of the 
Country that wight remain backward while othere go ahead, ' 


in @ federal setup, Mre Gandhi said, there wae greater need for understanding on 
ail the qutual problems among States a6 well ae between States and the Centre, 


Noting that the devolution of resources to the States and the pattern of dietribu- 
tion of Central sesietance were subjects of 4 great deal of discussion over the 
yeare, Mre Gandhi said a balance of relationship had been reached by trial and 
error. However, there wae alwaye scope for improvement in these arrangemente. 

lone can continue on these matters, but we should not get distracted from 
our mein commitment to our people.” 


Mre Gandhi said, “If we do not implement our programmes with speed and efficiency, 
ony ae bw impressed by national debates and dialectics on how things should 


A plan was a6 good a6 ite implementation and the NDC was the best forum to sort 
out probleme that arose in implementation. “I should like to assure State Govern- 
mente that the Centre will continue to be sympathetic to their aepiratione and 
sensitive to their suggestions,” she said. 


The Prime Minister pointed out that the Plan wae not just 4 document describing 
national targete and policy framework for their realisation. “It is 4 charter 
that we periodically give to ourselwes to redefine the course of our nation's 
progress. it cryetalliees our hopes and aspirations and syaboliees our resolution 
to dedicate ourselves, 411 our efforte and energies to forge ahead”. 


Nre Gandhi esid: “After the recent vacillation, indecision and retreat from 
progress, today India ie once again firmly set on ite chosen path of fulfilling 
her destiny. Let we go forward in 4 spirit of goodwill and partnership”. 


Referring to the Plan proposals, Nre Gandhi said the public sector outlay of 
Re 97,500 crores, with 4 projected growth rate of juet ower five per cent wae the 
best that could be done in the present circumetances. 


“Some people feel it hae sot gone far enough. Others eay that ewen for thie size, 
it will be difficult to mobilise resources. Perhaps the correctness and appro- 
priatenese of the size of thie Plan will be eetaebliehed, a6 it represents opt iaua 
effort between wat ie highly desirable and wheat ie just possible. Only by 
reaching out for sore than what is in our eraep can we bring cut the best in our~ 
selves”, she said. 


Mre Gandhi noted that in the successive five-yeer plane over the last three decades, 
considerable progress was achieved in several directions. The production of food- 
etaine achieved 4 measure of stability. Industry gathered etrength and considerabie 
sophistication. The country's ecientiste gsve a good account of themselves, 46 
increasing arese of activity acquired ecientific content. Yet waet potential! 
remained untapped. “We quet aske fuller use of our modern science and technology 
to eévance our eocial and «conomic objectives”, she added. 








The development of the economy in the last thirty yeare certainly enhanced the 
country's ability te deal with basic seeial and economic probleme, The economy 
wae How @uch gore broad-based and diversified. “Wowever, we are coneulious that 
6 let wore romaine to be done”. 


Nre Gandhi sald the internationa) economic situation in the last few yeare and 
eCoitinuovse flee in petrolews prices had considerably aggravated the task of develop- 
sent, The rising cost of raw materiale and other inpute alee resulted in diffi- 
culties for the public sector undertakings which were forced to absorb 4 substan- 
tial part of the increase in cost, wlike private sector induetries which were 

able to pase on the amount te the consumers, 


“Thies trend quet now be corrected to enable public sector undertakings to function 
effictentiy. The Central and State Governments should pay serious attention to 
thie sector”, the eaid. 


The domestic economy aleo showed many “diequieting features” in the last three or 
four years, She said 1979-80 wae 4 year of negative growth, rieing prices and 
social discontent. “While the outlook for growth ie bright again, we continue to 
have probleme with prices and supplies”. 


Nre Gandhi further underscored the imperative need for implementing plan programmes 


designed to increase productivity and employment and to improwe the living condi- 
tione of emal!l and marginal farmers, landless labour and other weaker sections of 
the community. 


Planning Minieter's Speech

(Text) Planning Minieter 8 D Tewari held out hopes on Priday that powerty line 
would come down from the current figure of 48 per cent to WO per cent by the end 
of the sixth Plan, which wae expected to impart « 5.2 per cent growth rate to the 


Addressing 4 seeting of the National Development Council (NDC), Mr Tewari said 
that the Plan aimed at redistribution of consumption in favour of the poor and 
generate ⸗ faster incresse in employment than the growth wieuslised in the labour 
force. 


While emphasising that the Plan targets were not “ower ambitious,’ he stressed 
that ite implementation would, however require 4 “massive effort” for resource 
eobilieation and optimum utiliestion of the waet available infrastructure. 


Nr Tewari aieo emphasioed, a6 did Nre Indira Gandhi in her address, the need for 
the States to sobilise promised additional resources for the Plan. Characterising 
thie a6 the “sost urgent” task facing the country, be eaid that not only the Centra! 
and the State Governments but aiso the local suthorities would hawe to contribute 
in thie process. 


Nearly 25 per cent of the Plan outlay depended on additional resource aobili«aa- 
tion. The size of the public sector outlay in the Plan had been raised from the 














the 


Original estimate of Re 90,000 crores to Re 97,500 crores, This was done on 
aseumptions of 4 somewhat higher level of foreign borrowings and raising the target 
for additional resource sobilisation, 


Responsibility 


Mr Tewari said that the Central Government would leave no stone unturned to realise 
the target of additional resource sobilieation at the Central level. He appealed 
te the Chief Minietere to fulfil their responsibility im the matter, We reminded 
thes of the undertakings given to him on thie in their meetings with hia, 


Me Tewari eaid that it wae om the basie of these “solemn undertakings” to raise 
additional resources in agreed amounts that it was possible for the Planning 
ee to feiee the sige of State plane from the figures which were considered 
ear ier. 


We added: “It goes without saying that it would be inadvisable for the Planning 
Comission to aeintain the sige of the State plane ae indicated in the sixth Plan 
document if, a6 we go along year to year, the requisite efforte for even committed 
resource mobilisation is not aade,” 


Referring to the salient aepecte of the Plan, Mr Tewari eaid that 4 substantial 
step up im the growth rate ef agriculture wae envisaged in the Plan. This would 
require well coordinated efforte to provide the necessary inpute~-irrigation, 
better seede and plant protection--ae also to ensure the necessary linkages of 
storage and marketing. A considerable part of the State Plan outlays were on 


irrigation programmes. 


The min thrust of these programmes was to complete the ongoing projects with 
fullest command area development and rapidly develop the ground water resources. 
The proposed Grewnd Water Corporation would aesist in the speedy utilisation of the 
ground water potestial in the eastern and northern region a6 well a6 other areas. 
it was aleo proposed to aake 4 beginning of the national water plan, he said, 


Stteseing the importance of programmes for power and transport development, Mr 
Tewari said etrengthening the infrastructure wae 4 necessary condition for increase 
in agricultural and industrial production and the rapid growth of exports. Given 
the present weaknesses in the basic infrastructure, the aim should be to secure 
more than proportionate increase in output by paying attention to the removal of 
these weaknesses, he said. 


Mr Tewari underlined the importance of developing 4 “very strong implementation 
machinery.” It waenot difficult to just spend soney on Plan schemes. What was 
most difficult was to make these schemes cost effective and to realise “our money's 
worth.” 


He urged the States to design sethods of implementation which were suited to the 
current need of the people, and programmes included in the Plan. 


Mr Tewari said that the effective implementation of the Plan required the tota! 
involvement of the people, particularly those who were to benefit from it. The 
Planning Commission had stressed the importance of the household as 4 unit of 
development. This meant preparation of echemes of development appropriate to the 
needs of the target group households in different regions of the country. 
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The household approach te poverty alleviation invelved concurrent attention te the 
economic emancipation of the family, with partioular attention to women's oocupa~ 
tions, education of children and the voluntary adoption of the emall family sora, 
he eaid, 


Appealing to the Chief Minietere to adopt the sixth Plan, Mr Tewari urged for a 
national consensus behind the Plan. Thies would enable all sections of society 

to weve in unison to “attain the goal of socialiew and te make our nation prosperous 
and self-reliant,”

Chandra Shekhar Reelected

[Text) Sarath, Feb. 12.-<Mr Chandra Shekhar was today re-elected unopposed 
president of the Janata Party, report PTI and UNI. 


Mr Ram Krishna Hegde, retuining officer, made the announcement in the national 
council before it adjourned for lunch. 


The national council of the party--the electoral college for the presidential 
election--wae to elect the new party chief thie afternoon but Mr Subramanian 

Swamy, who is also one the general secretaries, suddenly announced hie withdrawal 
at 4 meeting of the national executive late last night during the discussion on the 
political situation. [ae published) 


Mr Hegde told reporters this @orning that Mr Chandra Shekhar was re-elected in the 
ebeence of any other candidate in the field. 


The national council of the party today unanimously adopted 4 resolution on the 
political situation, rejecting the powerful demand voiced by members from Uttar 
Pradesh and Bihar to readmit “Mr Rai Narain and other alleged party splitters”. 


After the day-long debate, Mr Chandra Shekhar and Mr Piloo Mody, who soved the 
resolution, succeeded in persuading the sembers to withdraw their amendments 
demanding the entry of Mr Raj Narain and hie Janata (8) followers without naming 
thes.

The plenary session of the national convention of the Janata party today adopted the 


political resolution unanimously rejecting the idea of seeking merger with other 
parties. 
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It also slammed the door to those who played 4 leading role in toppling the party 
government in 1979, 


The party committed iteelf to work among the people to organise them and win their 
mandate to be their spearhead in opposition or in government. 


The resolution, moved by the former labour minister, Mr. Ravindra Verma, wae 
adopted with a few minor amendments after a five-and-a-half-hour debate. 


Mr, Verma reiterated the common stand of most of the former Congress (0) men in the 
Janata party that Mr. Raj Narain and others, who had been responsible for toppling 
the Morarji Desai government should not be readmitted. 


He said the party's merger with other parties would not help meet the “authoritarian 
challenge” that faced the country. 


Earlier, the Janata party president, Mr. Chandrasekhar, declared that a climate of 
co-operation between the ruling party and the opposition could be created only if 
the government realised that “critical teeues deserve immediate attention of the 
whole nation.” 





In his presidential! address to the plenary session, Mr. Chandra Shekhar pointed 
out that only if the opposition was consulted in evolving policies for solving 
national problems, there could be a justified claim on the opposition for 
co-operation in implementing agreed policies. 





It was dishonest to talk of the opposition's co-operation and at the same time go 
on attacking it for “imaginary acte of omission and commission.” 


In today’s political climate, parliamentary inetitutions were increasingly 

becoming ineffective as the government did not think it necessary to extend even 
elementary courtesy to the opposition. And its response even to genuine causes was 
seldom positive. 


"We have been hearing allegations of non-cooperation by the opposition, but there 
had never been 4 specific proposal or issue on which the government wanted the 
opposition’s cooperation.” 


In a reference to the international situation, he said the sub-continent faced the 
threat of becoming an arena of super power conflict. The government had not been 
able to play a purposeful role through the non-aligned movement. “We stand isolated. 
The emaller nations of the movement feel that India has not voiced their anxiety 

in world forums with the vigour expected of it.” 


It was tragic that the present regime did not think it necessary to raise the voice 
of India againet blatant interference in the internal affairs of other countries. 
While the gowernment claimed to have raised the prestige of the country in the 
world, the people were being told that India faced 4 serious threat of foreign 
aggression. This created a war hysteria, which was neither conducive to an 
atmosphere of peace on the sub-continent nor did it make India more effective in 
the comity of nations for playing 4 purposeful role in maintaining peace in the 
world, 
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Accusing the government of adopting ) »p-sided priorities, Mr, Chandra Shekhar said 
peopie wanted bread and employment, They were being promised colour television, 
The Janata government's people-oriented programmes like the national adult educa- 
tion programme and the community health workere scheme had virtually been put in 
cold storage, Even if they were revived later under some other name, the momentum 
would have been lost, It was well-known that the food-for-work programme was first 
almost stopped and then revived “but on a discriminatory basis.’ 


The administration had broken cown in parte of the country. Bihar wae a glaring 
example. Whether it was the “bhoomi andolan" at Bodh Gaya or tribal unrest over 
the forest policy and exploitation of the Adivasi population in Singhbhum, the only 
policy of the Bihar administration was “repression and violence”, Undertriale 
were blinded as part of official policy. Prisoners were being shot on jail prem- 
ises. 


Given the general scarcity of consumption goods, Mr. Chandra Shekhar said it was 
necessary to evolve a policy on consumptir) etandards. This could have three com- 
ponents: a minimum standard of living, « desirable standard of living and a 
permissible level of consumption. 


To provide a minimum standard of consumption to everyone should be the responsi- 
bility of the state. A desirable standard should be sought to be achieved with a 
time-bound programme. None in society should be allowed to go beyond the maximum 
permiseible level of consumption.

An all-round effort will be made to achieve self-reliance by ensuring speedy 
development of the economy, reduction in the dependence on foreign aid, diversifica- 
tion of domestic production and 4 reduction in importe for certain critical com- 
modities and the promotion of exporte, 


The development strategy visualizes accelerated progress towards removal of 
poverty, generation of gainful employment, technological and economic self - 
reliance and strengthening the agricultural and industrial base. Consistent with 
the overall social and economic objectives, sustained efforte will be made to 
ensure sharper redistribution, raising the share of the poor in the national 
income consumption and in the utilisation of public services. Specific action 
programmes, like the National Rural Employment Programme and other anti-poverty 
schemes for selected target groupe will fore an essential component of the Sixth 
Plan strategy.

Their “disapproval” of the Plan document was read out by Mre Gandhi, who is the 
chairman of the Planning Commission, at the seeting of the NDC, ae desired by the 
three Chief Ministers, Mr Jyoti Basu (West Bengal), Mr E. K. Nayanar (Kerala) and 
Mr N. Chakraborty (Tripura). 


Mr Basu, Mr Nayanar and Mr Chakraborty had spelt out their reasons for disapproving 
the Plan document in their speeches in the NDC meeting. As auch wae later announced 
in separate Press conferences by Mr Baeu and Mr Nayanar today. The main burden of 
their argument wae that the Planning Commission had prepared the document without 
taking into account the pointe of view of the States. The Planning Commission 
purposely stayed away from referring to factors regarded by many States as the 
principal determinants of the pace and pattern of the country's future economic 

deve lopment . 


However, Mr Baeu and Mr Nayanar told the WDC meeting that their Governments would 
confidently carry out programmes and echemes in their States and their performance 
would be better than many other States. They also said that they wanted heal thy 
competition among the States in the implementation of the programmes and schemes 
incorporated in the Plan document to do the greatest good to the greatest number 
despite constraints and limitations. 


Mr Basu told reporters that ‘he Centre did not seek the cooperation of the States 
in the planning process and in the implementation of programmes and echemes. Mr. 
Nayanar made similar points in his separate Press conference. 
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Dr Ashok Mitva, Weet Bengal's Finance Minister, said he wae unhappy with the Prine 
Minister's remark, made yesterday in the WDC meeting, that the failure by the 
States to raiee resources would result in the reduction of their Plan sizes. 


Dr Mitra said that the Prime Minister had virtually threatened the State Govern- 
mente with consequences, 8 *, a6 he put it sharply, Mre Gandhi should take into 
account that the people of ‘ountry would ultimately euffer from consequences 
of reduction in the Plan size. the States. 


He said the problem of rising prices was not due to wunwiedom and failure of the 
State Governments, but because of the decisions and policies of the Central Govern- 
ment. 

Dr Mitra said that there wae no use holding out threate to the State Governments 
which were progressively being deprived of their constitutional rights to raise 
resources, 


The West Bengal Finance Minister said the Planning Commission and the Union Finance 
Ministry had made the “abeurd” suggestion that the Plan outlay proposed for a State 
in 4 particular year should be reduced by the carry-over of the fiecal deficit 
from the previous year. In reply to thie, Dr Mitra said that the Union Government 
and particularly the Finance Ministry should eet ite house in order firet. 


He said in 1979-80, the fieeal deficit of the Union Government exceeded Re 2,700 
crores, while that of the 22 State Governments put together wae lees than Re 450 
crores, Similarly, in the current year, the accounte of the Central Government 
would end with a deficit of gore than Re 2,000 crores. For the State Government, 
the combined deficit was unlikely to exceed Re 400 crores. 


ie said no suggestion had been offered that the Plan outiay of the Central Govern- 
ment would be reduced by the deficit in ite budget in the preceding year. The 
inflationary consequence of the State budgets was 4 sicroscopic fraction of that 
of the Union Government's budget.

GOVERNMENT SEEKS CREDIT ON WORLD CAPITAL MARKET 
Piret Commercial Loans

[Text| New Delhi, Feb. 11.--Depending on the success with which loane for the 
Orissa aluminium complex and steel plant are floated (totalling over Re 2,400 
crores), the Government will present various projects for commercial borrowings to 
world capital markets worth over Re 16,000 crores. 


This will be done both in the Sixth and Seventh Plane and make India, for the 
firet time, 4 major borrower of funds abroad on 4 commercial basis. It aleo pro- 
vides the country with a new method of overcoming the resources shortage and the 
scarcity of foreign exchange. 


Apart from the loans for the Orissa aluminium and steel complexes--which have 
still to be finalized--the Covernment is considering plane to borrow from com- 
mercial markets abroad funde to finance about 10 fertilizer projects, two petro- 
chemical complexes, four hydel and four super thermal projects. Loans are being 
considered for improvement of the Railways, ports and the coal industry. 


Should these proposals come through, commercial borrowings will replace foreign 
aid ot loans from Governments ase the main source of obtaining funds from abroad 
for development projects, even though the overall international indebtedness of the 
country will increase. 


At present, India's credit rating is high because of several reasons. Despite the 
fast drop in the fo: eign exchange reserves, they are still fairly comfortable at 

around Re 4,700 crores. Till now only token amounts have been obtained from world 
capital markets and so the country is still unknown regarding 4 good reputation for 


repayment. 


The only major loan that has been taken till now--$200 million--by the Oil and 
Natural Gae Commission is for development of the Bombay High, which is already a 
viable project and is energy related. It is to be seen how successfully other 
loans are arranged. 


The ONGC loan was «btained at highly favourably rates, less than 1% more than 
LIBOR (loan interbank offered rate) which is as good as that given to Buropean 
industrial countries. [as published) The $680 million loan expected to be 








arranged shortly for the Orissa aluminium complex ie just .5% more than LIBOR's 
interest fate, 


Resort to commercia! borrowings will increase inevitably if the next replanishment 
of the funde of the International Development Association, the soft-loan affiliate 
of the World Bank, does not materialise because of the threatened refusal by the 
Reagan Administration to finance thie inetitution., IDA hae been the major source 
of foreign borrowing for India, 


in fact, total commercial borrowings, were ae low a6 Re 720 croree--mainly short- 
term credit==-till the ONGC loan wae arranged, Againet this, India has more than 
Re 2,400 crores ae deposite in foreign banks or invested in foreign securities and 
#0, at present, India is 4 net creditor. 


However, total foreign indebtedness is much heavier and amounted to more than 

Re 12,000 crores at the time the last budget wae presented in June. Till now, 
repayment of principal and interest hae not been 4 strain since it involves around 
Re 800 crores or roughly 15% of annual export earnings. But with the growing 
balance of payments gap thie strain is bound to increase. 


Minimum Borrowing Planned

[Text] New Delhi, Feb. 11.--The main reason for the Government's decision to take 
recourse to commercial credits from the world capital markets is the sharp 
revereal in the climate of aid on soft terme from Western countries and the heavy 
burden of oil and related importe on the foreign exchange reserves. 


But efforte will be made to keep commercial borrowings to the sinimum because of 
the heavy interest rates involved. In the remaining four years of the Sixth Plan, 
it is hoped to limit commercial borrowings for development projects to around Re 
2,500 crores. (Seventh Plan projections will be worked out shortly). 


On this, an interest rate slightly over LIBOR (London inter-bank offering rate)-- 
now prevailing around 16% but which has gone up to as such as 23% in the past-- 
will have to be paid. This is considered expensive and hence the decision to take 
recourse to commercial borrowings only as 4 last resort. 


Nevertheless, the situation in the world is such that the Government has finally 
decided to borrow from the world capital markets so that at least the cost of 
imports of selected projects is met without etraining the foreign exchange reserves. 
There is no intention yet to use these borrowings to meet the rupee costs of the 
projects. 


However, it is possible that the Government's recourse to the commercial markets 
will increase because of the fall in the aid flows in real terms (these are not 
keeping up with world inflation) and the heavy burden of oil imports. It is 
expected that as much as an additional Re 2,500 crores--or 2.5% of the Gross 
National Product--will be needed every year to pay for imported oil.

India's credit rating is high because her current foreign exchange reserves (now 
at around Re 4,700 crores) position is relatively comfortable, although in real 
terms thie could be easily eroded by world inflation. The effort will be to keep 
the reserves at as high 4 level ae possible, if necessary by further borrowings 
from international inetitutione like the International Monetary Fund. 


The second preference is “soft” loans from international agencies like the World 
Rank and only then will the Government take resources to commercial borrowings 
from capital markets like the Buro-dollar @arket. The aim will be to keep the 
debt-servicing ratio to within manageable proportions (India has a clean record 
on repayments and has never defaulted), 


Much will depend, however, on the performance of the economy. Present estimates 


are that the balance of payments gap in 1984-85 will be around Re 2,800 crores 
even after aid and earnings from invieibles are taken into account. 
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‘INFORMED SOURCES' TELL STAND ON NONALIGNED DOCUMENT

The reference to Diego Garcia was dropped from the declaration of the non-aligned 
foreign ministers’ conference with India's agreement but it does not mean that its 
opposition to this U.S. military base has weakened, according to informed sources. 


India did not want to press its point and obsetruct 4 consensus following Sri 
Lanka's contention that the naming of the base might lead to the U.S. not attending 
the proposed U.N. conference on the Indian Ocean in Colombo this year. 


Some countries had also argued that since no other bases or wilitary facilities 
were being mentioned in the draft, it would not be fair to name Diego Garcia. 


Afghan Ieeue 


India, like many other countries, has serious apprehension about the expansion of 
the military base, which had begun a6 an ordinary communication facility some years 


ago. 


There aay be 4 possibility of even nuclear weapons finding a berth on it. It 
poses 4 major threat to all the countries of the Indian Ocean, according to the 
sources. 


On Afghanistan, the call for the withdrawal of foreign troops was quite consistent 
with India's stand, which had already been made clear to the Soviet leaders. 


The external affaires minister had repeatedly told Parliament that India did not 
approve of the presence of foreign troops or bases in another country. 


The Prime Minister, Mre. Indira Gandhi, had aleo made statements to this effect, 
the last being in Bhopal on the eve of the foreign sinisters' conference. 


India believes that Afghanistan should maintain its sovereign, independent and 
non-aligned status and also feels that Afghanistan should be assured of cessation 
of external intervention and interference against it. 
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india, a8 a host for the non-aligned conference, has reasons to feel statiafied that 
the process for a dialogue for a political solution of the Afghanistan issue had 
started at the New Delhi conference, [as published) 


lt was slightly disappointed by the changed position of Pakistan, which had earlier 
adopted a very moderate stance at the Islamic summit at Taif but started talking of 
fresh procedural impediments in joining the talke on the Afghan issue. 


On the Llran=-Iraq war aleo, the conference has led to a fresh initiative and the 
mediatory group appointed by the conference would visit the concerned capitals after 
some time, 


On Kampuchea, India is satisfied with the formulation urging the withdrawal of the 
“foreign forces” from not only that country but aleo from the entire South-East 
Asian region. 


Moreover, the term forces is more comprehensive than “troops” and very relevant in 
the context of a region which bristles with regular and irregular forces. 


On West Asia, India was able to persuade the Arab countries not to press their 
demand for the suspension of Egypt from the movement. 


PTI adds: The political declaration adopted last night referred to nuclear dis- 
armament. 


The foreign ministers believed that the most effective way to eliminate the threat 
of a nuclear war, pending the achievement of nuclear disarmament, was to prohibit 
the use or threat of use of nuclear weapons. 


The declaration recognised the reluctance of nuclear-weapon states to agree to an 
international convention banning the use or threat of use of nuclear weapons. 


They were of the view, however, that 4 new international instrument, along the lines 
of the Geneva protocol of 1925, which prohibited the use of chemical and bac- 
teriological weapons and which had now become an accepted norm in international 

law, involving nuclear weapons could provide 4 satisfactory anever. 


In the field of peaceful uses of nuclear energy, the ministers criticised the 
policies of the nuclear supplier countries in denying the legitimate requirements of 
the developing countries to develop their programmes for peaceful uses of nuclear 
energy. 


On human rights, the ministers stressed the importance of the strictest respect for 
the rights of national, ethnic and religious minorities, which should be especially 
protected against the crimes of genocide and other violations of basic human rights. 


The declaration condemned colonialism, neo-colonialiem, apartheid, Zionism and 
racial discrimination as the “most widespread and revolting” forme of human rights. 


They emphasised that the unreserved implementation of human rights was an integral 
part of the struggle for the transformation and democratisation of international 
relations and must not be exploited as an “inetrument of interference” in the 
internal affairs of sovereign countries.

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DEFINITION OF TNDUN LALLY BACKWARD AREAS OPPOSED

(Text) Bombay, Ped. Me Maharaethra Government te strongly opposed to the 
definition of induetrially backward areas a6 recommended by the Shivaraman Com- 
mittee for the purpose of giving sesietence for development. The State Government 
hae made thie clear at — conference of Industry Minietere convened by the Centre 
in Delhi last week and hee called for sore practicable norms to encourage indue- 
tries to be set up in backward areas. 


The Shivaraman Committee hase suggested the concept of linear range of influence of 
anh industrial area, the regions beyond which should be considered ae backward. 

According to thie concept, if an area provided 10,000 non-household jobs, then ite 
range of infivence should be considered up to 150 ke and Government incentives be 


provided only beyond thie range. 


Mr Jawaharial Darda, Maharashtra Industry Minister, told the conference that this 
concept of linear range of influence would be detrimental to 411 the States and 
would retard induetrial growth. The Gujarat Government holds the same view. 


In Maharashtra, where industrial development is quite uneven, the concept of linear 
range of influence would rule out large backward areas in the wicinity of Bombay, 
Pune, Nagpur and Nasik from being eligible to receive Government incentives and 
assistance for development. Por example, large parte of Thane and Raigarh die- 
tricts, which are juet 75 ke away from Bombay, are tribal arese and most backward 
ae far a6 induetrial development is considered. Such areas will euffer most if the 
Shiveraman Committee's concept is accepted by the government. it ie felt. 


The State Government ic opposed to having any standardized concepts of industria! 
backwardnese for the nation for the purpose of giving incentives. This task should 
be left to the respective States, which should determine backwardness considering 
the conditions in each district or even in each taluk or bloc, the Government 
feels. 


The Maharashtra Government is said to be particularly anxious to settie the question 
of definition of backwardness because of the State's lop-sided industria! devel op- 
ment and ite desire to remove regions! isbsalances. Though, industrially it is the 
most advanced state, Maharashtra's industries sre sostly concentrated in the Bombay- 
Pune belt. 
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Greater Bombay and Pune constitute 23% of the State's population and account for 
68% of the industries in the State, 70% of employment, 81% of gross value of output 
and 83% of the value added by the factory sector, This lop-sided growth is 
strikingly browght out by the fact that these areas had Re 1,299 ae the per capita 
net value added by the factory sector compared to he 80 for the reat of the State, 
acoording to the 1977-78 statietics, 


The State Government's industrial strategy now concentrates on dispersal of foot- 
leose industries in areas where they can be soved easily, The Department of indue- 
tries is being given 4 Hew orientation to change ite methods and attract sore 
industries, The authorities expect an investment of about Re 6,000 crores in 
industries other than those based on Bombay High gas during the next five years. 
Thie makes the iseve of defining industrial backwardness for purposes of giving 
assistance 411 the more important for Maharashtra. 


Maharashtra continues to be at the forefront of industrial growth and a way ahead 
of ite nearest competitor, Gujarat, according to the authorities. The figures for 
implementation statue of industrial licences issued between 1972-78 brings out this 
fact. During thie period, of the 510 licences iesue in Gujarat, 288 were in produc- 
tion, effective steps were being takn in 123 cases, 52 licences were surrendered, 
two were not isplemented and information wae not available about 45. [ae published) 


In Maharashtra, of the 1,223 licences iseued, 861 were under production, effective 
steps were being taken with regard to 224, 12 were not implemented and 10) were 
surrendered. Other States are far behind. In Tamil Nadu, 431 licences were iseued 
during the period, in West Bengal 395 and in Karnataka 327. Maharashtra's 

anxiety now is to divert thie thrust of growth towards the non-traditional industria! 
areas. Were the definition of backwardness aseumes importance. 


Another cause of anxiety to be government is the growing sickness in industries, 
particularly the emall ecale industries, The State Government hae identified

There is a 10-year plan 
for raising indigenous cashew production to enable the industry to become self - 
sufficient. Meanwhile, three seasures are urgentiy called for: enforcement of a 
regional miniguem wage (so that processors do not shift from Kerala to States with 
cheap labour) exemption for cashew plantations from the statutory land ceiling and 
greater alertness on the part of the Cashew Corporation of India (4 subsidiary 

of STC) in importing raw cashew. 


In 1965, according to Mr Nayagan, India supplied 95% of the world demand for 
cashew kernel. “It has come down to 58%, although, quality-wise, our product is 
superior to those of other countries”. 


There is need for modernizing other and larger industries aiso. 


At PACT’s plante at Alwaye @uch of the machinery is distressingly antiquated and 
uneconomical, and the administrators are bravely aaking improvizations and addi- 
tions to imporve production without decreasing employment. [as published) FACT 
ise today 4 Central undertaking.

CHIEF MINISTERS QUERY DELHI TAX PROPOSALS

Chief ministers, adopting 4 resolution today, proposed an expert committee to 
examine the Union government's sove to bring under Central additional excise duty 
five items on which estates have been levying ealese tax. 


West Bengal, Kerala and Jam and Kasheir have, on principle, not agreed with the 
resolution, it wae officially etated after talke at the conference of the chief 
ministers held here to consider the Centre's proposal. 


Vanaspati, drugs and medicines, cement, paper and paper board and petroleum prod- 
wets are sought to be included in the liet of “declared goode” for levy of addi- 
tional excise duty in liew of sales tax. 


Mr. BR. Venkataraman, the Union finance sinieter, aeeured the etates that the pro- 
posed echeme would be “so devised and administered ae to safeguard the present and 
future interests of rewenue of the etates from these commodities.” 


The resolution, which takes note of the finance sinister's assurance, said the 
proposed expert committee should report within three sonthe on the financial impli- 
cations of the Centre's proposal. 


The committee, headed by “an eminent person qualified to be the chairman of the 
finance commission,” would study the aanner in which the financial interests of the 
states could be safeguarded, the resolution said.

Largest Gathering ir Capital

The Congrees(l) kiean rally today lived up to the promises aade by the organisers 
and turned out to be the largest gathering ever seen in the capital. 


Four houre before the Prime Mineiter, Mre. Indira Gandhi, was echeduled to address 
the rally, the Boat Club lawne, etretching on both sides of a two-kilometre 
expanse of Rajpath, were jampacked with sen and women who had poured into Delhi 
from all parte of the country. 


Nearly 800,000 people converged on the wenue of the rally, aarching in an orderly 
manner almost on 411 major roade leading to Boat Club. They were still coming as 
many started their trek back home because they could not squeeze themselves into the 
enclosures on the lawns. 


The kiean in groups began arriving at Boat Club from the early hours today. 


A total of 15,000 policemen from the capital and outside stood by to ensure smooth 
flow of traffic and to prevent untoward incident. In the India Gate area alone, 
the police reportedly deployed nearly 5,000 wen. 


Rajpath Closed 


Work in the central parte of the capital ground to 4 partial halt ae long convoys 
of trucks, buses and tractors hauling packed trailers began entering the city from 


neighbouring states. 


North-south link roads, like Mathura Road, Ring Road, Willingdon Crescent and the 
two Sunken Roade on either side of Rashtrapati Shavan were under heavy pressure as 
city traffic was re-routed along them to by-pass the influx of marchers and vehicles. 


All approach roads to Rajpath were closed to traffic and cordoned off with rows of 
oil drums and mounted police. Elaborate security arrangements had been made and

Addressing the Congress(1) kiean rally, the biggest-ever kisan gathering in the 
country, here today, Mre. Gandhi assured the farmers that her government wae 
determined to solve their problems “even if we have to sacrifice our lives". 


Every available espace on both sides of Raj Path from the Boat Club to India Gate, 
in the sun-drenched central vista, was occupied by men and women from all parte of 
country, when Mre Gandhi arrived just after one p.a. 


People had, in fact, started converging on the rally's venue from early houre of 
the morning. Many were still trooping in after she had finished her speech and 
many others were leaving. 


In 4 spotless white khadi sari, Mre Gandhi stood all by herself under the orange 
canopy of the tricolour<draped high rostrum. She was wholly unencumbered by 
acolytes or aides. Neither any of her other Congress (1) leaders nor Mr. Rajiv 
Gandhi, who was earlier seen supervising the arrangements was on the dais. 


After a brief reception by the president of the Delhi pradesh Congress (1) com- 
mittee, Mr. H. K. L. Bhagat, who alone garlanded her, the Prime Minister began 
her address to what looked like 4 sea of humanity. 


In her 40-minute speech, she called upon the kisans to forge unity, vital for the 
fulfilment of their aspirations. She congratulated them on their success in making 
India the only country in the world where food production had risen threefold in 

30 years. 


National Rally 


She frankly admitted that her government could do nothing abovt the high prices of 
diesel needed by the farming community because it had no control on international 
oil prices. But she did give them the cheering news that 4 quantum of 25 per cent 
of all investment in the sixth plan was being diverted to agriculture, with special 
emphasis on the production of oilseeds and pulses. 


The Prime Minister described the rally as “unprecedented” anywhere in the world. 
"It is not a party's rally. It is a national rally reflecting the nation's 
aspirations,” she declared. 


It was 4 measure of both the farmers’ discipline--they marched in an orderly and 
cheerful manner--and the efficiency of the police that, despite the massive influx 
into the capital, no traffic jams were caused on principal roads. Nor was there 
any untoward incident. 


The 20,000-strong police force posted on the occasion handled, politely and tact- 
fully, the groups of farmers, sostly wearing their traditional colourful dresses 
and carrying Congrese(I) flags. In taking care of the heavy vehicular traffic, 











it wae greatly helped by a helic pter, which aleo became an object of wonder for 
many of the kisane on the march, 


A very large number of people apent the night at the venue of the ral.), to oooupy

Unable to squeeze themselves in any of the enclosures, many started walking back 
even before Mra, Gandhi arrived at the venue, By mid-day, there were as many 
returning to their camps or homes ae were seen going towards the Board Club. 


/Mre. Gandhi promised all-out support to the kisane in alleviating their problems, 
but she also told them that the nation needed a balanced development in all sec~- 
tors. If all effort were concentrated on one section, others could not march 
forward. The development of kisans, industry and the country's defence, she 
explained, was inter-linked./ [in boldface] 


Referring to the kisan agitation in certain places, she said that while some of 
their demands were justified, it was impossible to fulfil others, for these 
served the interests of the big landlords only. 


"If it serves your interest, we are even prepared to irrigate your fields with our 
blood, But this would not help farmers in any aanner,” she declared. The cost 
of inputs and other essential articles, however, had to be reduced. 


Only few people in the country were brought up in the urban tradition. Unfor- 
tunately, she was one of them. But her family members had worked for the welfare 
of the kisans, had gone to jail and suffered untold hardships in their cause. 


The rally was organised, she said, not to demonstrate her following but to stress 
that the leadership should come from the people, the kisans and the masses. If 
the nation as a whole progressed, there was no need for an individual's leadership 
and, in any case, she did not want this role for herself. 


In an obvious reference to the kisan rally organised in 19786 on Mr Charan Singh's 
birthday, Mre Gandhi said: “I could not see it as I was behind bars. But no one 
has ever before seen anywhere such a multitude of farmers belonging to all reli- 
gions, ages and speaking different languages as today.”

Mre Gandhi listed the measures taken for the welfare of kisans by her party. 

Phis included the abolition of the zamindari system and securing rightful place 
for echeduled castes and schedules tribes which had been neglected for centuries. 
"If we had not done anything for the kisans, how had the production gone up three- 
fold?” she asked,

A notification by the Ministry of Industry on Friday listed the facilities which 
have been approved in consultation with the Reserve Bank of India. 


The credit facilities approved relate to-in accordance with the enhanced invest- 
ment limite in plant and machinery for emall scale (Re 20 lakh) and ancillaries 
(Re 25 lakh), the banks are being advised to accord priority statue to the credit 
requirements of these units. [as published] 


It hae been decided that the concessions for exemption for the sinimum lending rate 
will be made available to emall ecale unite having credit limite of not more than 
Re two lakh and covered under the credit guarantee scheme irrespective of the size 
of investeert. 


In accordance with the revised definition of investment for emall scale units, it 
has been decided that the concessional ceiling rate of 13.5 per cent applicable to 
working capital would be applicable for limite up to Re two lakh as against Re one 
lakh hitherto to unite with invwestmente upto Re two lakh. In other words, 411 email 
unite with investments up to two lakh will be entitled to the concessional rate of 
interest where working capital limit does not exceed Re two lakh.

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BHARATIYA JANATA PROTESTS DELHI FARMERS RALLY

[Text] New Delhi, Feb. 16.<<The Bharatiya Janata Party leadership in Par! iament 
today lodged 4 protest with President Sanjiva Reddy againet what it described as 
“shameless and vulgar show of unaccounted wealth” by the Congress(1) in staging 
the kiean rally at 4 time when the country's economy was reeling under spiralling 
inflation. 


Mr Atai Bihari Vajpayee, president of the BJP, leading 4 delegation of hie eight 
colleagues in the executive of the parliamentary, called on Mr Reddy thie evening 
to express their “dietress” over the assaults on democracy made by the Congress (1). 


The delegation urged the President to use his constitutional and @oral authority to 
arrest “these disturbing trends”. 


The party's deputy leader in the Lok Sabha, Mr Ram Jethmalani, told reporters later 
that Mr Reddy has assured the delegation that he would convey the BJP's distress to 
the Government. 


The delegation submitted 4 memorandum to the President. It referred to the 
“esyetematic assault” on the Conetitution and ite organs by the ruling party by 
undermining the effectiveness of Parliament, the Press and public opinion, the 
national forum to redress their distress. 


The memorandum hae listed 4 number of issues. For instance, it has said that law 
and order has ceased to exist and gurders and robberies have become the order of 
the day. Criminals act as if they enjoy iamunity from apprehension and punishment. 
Sections of the police force have shown themselves up a6 4 bunch of criminals. 


The non-performance on the economic front is evident as essential commodities are 
not available at fair price shops. The shortage of industrial raw materials, 

like coal, eteel, cement, distressing power shortage in the field and factories and 
dwindling foreign reserves are affecting the economy. There is at least 207 

riee in the retail prices of almost 411 consumer goods and services. 


The Supreme Court is currently siezed with various cases of constitutional

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ONGC EXPERTS SAID TO RESENT OFFER TO FRENCH FIRM

Top ONGC experts and officials are deeply disturbed at the reported statement of 
Petroleum Minister P C Sethi that a team from a French firm, Campagnie Francaise 
fetroles, will shortly come to India to discuss ite offer to extract 17 million 
tonnes of ofl from the Bombay High and ite satellite structures by 1982. 


The officials are pugzled why Mr Sethi should show hie keenness to discuss the 
nationally hareful CFP plan overlooking the plan submitted by the ONGC. 


According to sources, the CFP proposal, an outline of which wae submitted to the 
Ministry, entaile a sharing of crude. The firm is acting ae a consultant at 
present. 


The ONGC experts summarily diemies the propaganda that the French company wil! 
bring in advance technology to raise the production. They categorically insist 
that “during 4 meeting between 4 CFP team and ONGC technical experts in January, 
the firm had to concede that they had nothing new to offer.” 


According to the sources, the firm's salesmen at best will be trving to mislead 
the non-technical bureaucrats and Minister. The ONGC sources maintain that the 
commission's experts should be taken into confidence during such discussions in 
view of the interests of the nation being involved. 


What the CFP has done, according to the sources, is very simple but deceptive. 
Taking advantage «i ite consultancy role to the ONGC, the company came to know 
that the reservoir has a much higher rate of flow of ofl in the south-central 
segment of the explored areas. They rushed to the ministerial sources with their 
own proposal to increase oil production overlooking ONGC a few weeks earlier. 

The ONGC itself at that time was busy preparing its own expansion scheme. It has 
since, been submitted to the Ministry with great fanfare. 


Elaborating the point, ONOC sources said that, there were six platforms in March 
1980. But by March this year the commission expects to have 17 production plat- 
forms, increasing to 29 by March 1982. The giant BHN production-processing plat- 
form, with a 1,80,000 barrel daily capacity would go on stream in the next few 
days. A similar unit, BHS, would be ready by the end of 1982. 


Taking all these factors into account, top ONGC circles still hope, that no steps 
detrimental to nation’s interest would be allowed to be taken by the highest 
authorities in the Covernment.

(Text) New Delhi, Feb. 15.<<Parliament's l2-week Budget session opens tomorrow 
with an address by President Sanjiva Reddy to 4 joint sitting of both Houses. 


In the Address, the President will, under the terme of Article 87 of the Con- 
stitution “inform Parliament of the causes of ite sumone”. 


The debate on his Addrese--actually on an official motion of thanks to hia--will 
begin in both the Houses on Wednesday. 


The railway budget will be presented to Parliament on Thursday and on February 28 
the general Budget for 1981-82, 


Two legislative geasures are proposed to be undertaken at the session to prevent 
blackmarketing in essential commodities and to provide for stringent punishment 
to those who indulge in such anti-social practices, adds UNI, 


One will be an amending Bill to the Essential Commodities Act and another to amend 
the prevention of blackmarketing and maintenance of supplies of Essential Commodi- 
ties Act. 


Thirty-four new Bille are slated for introduction, several of them being passed 
during the Lok Sabha session. These include three Ordinances--one to replace the 
Ordinance amending the Life Ineurance Act to streamline the wage structure of ite 
employees, the second, to amend the Delhi Sikh Gurudwara Act and the third to 
replace the Ordinance on Special Bearers Bonds. 


Other important Bills coming up before the House are: A constitution amendment 
Bill to redefine “tax on sale and purchase of goods”. The Urban Ceiling (Ceiling 
and Regulation) Act to remove certain lacunae in the Act, the Industrial Disputes 
(Amendment) Bill to make changes in the definition of “industry” and “workmen”, 

the Air Corporations 8111 to enhance powers of the boards of Indian Airlines and 
Air-India and a Bill for regulating fishing in the economic zone (200 miles off the 
fea coast). The banking Lawe Act is proposed to be amended to give effect to 
certain recommendation. of the Banking Commission. 


The Arms Act is to be amended to increase the punishment for violation of the Act. 








Supplementary demands for the current financial year are aleo to be presented, 


Before going over to fresh Legislation, the Lok Sabha will have to dispose of 11 
periding Bille. The Rajya Sabha has before it three pending Bille. 


The Finance Minieter, Mr R, Venkataraman is expected to adopt a strategy which 
will stimulate savings. investment and production, for domestic and export markete, 
without taking fresh burdens on the exchequer, adds PTI. 


The second year Plan outlay will be at least 15% higher than the Re 14,000 crores 
in 1980-81 taking the Centre and States together, 


The Budget has to be in line with the recent policy decisions of the Government in 
regard to industrial \icensing, export promotion and foreign investment. While 
marginal reliefs and incentives are possible, business hopes of lowering of personal 
and corporate tax levele may be in vain. 


Mr Venkataraman, who may reveal a deficit in the current year (1980-81) of the 
order of Re 2,500 crores, roughly 50% on the Planning Commission's assumption for 
deficit financing in the entire Sixth Plan period will seek to hold down the level 
of subsidies and provide for enlarged borrowing at home and abroad. 


The Finance Minister is expected to propose the continuance of the compulsory 
deposit echeme for income-tax payers with annual incomes above Rs 16,000, other 
waye of attracting savings may also be indicated. 


There is considerable room for reducing tax evasion and widening the tax base in 
the urban sector and tapping the surpluses of affluent sections of the farming 
community, according to the Planning Commission. 


A fairly steep rise in passenger fares and freight charges appears to be certain 
in the railway budget.

LEFTIST PARTIES FORM BLOC IN PARL LAMENT

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IDBI CHAIRMAN: MORE JOINT VENTURES ABROAD NEEDED 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 17 Feb 81 p 13 


[Text] Mr. N. N. Pai, chairman, Industrial Development Bank of India, (IDBI), 

has stressed the need of having more and gore joint ventures abroad as they served, 
several purposes including creating an industrial image of the country, demonstra- 
ting the quality of technological development of India and helping to earn the 
much-needed foreign exchange through dividends and remittances of profits. 


Inaugurating the five-day seminar on ‘Establishment and management of joint 

ventures abroad’, jointly organised by Management Development Institute, New 

Delhi, and Bank of Baroda, here today, Mr. Pai pointed out that Indian participation 
abroad was welcome in labour intensive joint ventures and the Indian entrepreneurs 
should try to tap this area on a larger scale. 


Giving some of the statistical figures about the joint ventures abroad, Mr. Pai 
voiced concern at the higher number of joint ventures given up for one reason 

or the other compared to those that were implemented or were in various stages of 
implementation. He felt that the size and scale of majority of units was very 
emall as some of the units had the equity base lower than even Rs. 30 lakhs 


The IDBI chairman suggested to have a success in joint ventures abroad through tie- 
ups with multinationals. Giving reasons for marginal success for many 4 ventures, 
Mr. Pai pointed out that the entrepreneurs had not done adequate and advance survey 
of the markets for the products. Sometimes changes in political conditions or 

lack of protective measures in the host countries or at times differences between 
the collaborates had led to abandoning of projects. 


Satisfactory Position 


He, however, said that of late, the position was quite satisfactory and the rate of 
mortality of joint ventures had come down. Mr. Pai referred to several schemes 
announced by the IDBI for financing the joint venture projects abroad. He, however, 
added that success of joint ventures should not be judged by tangible benefits. 


Such joint ventures, apart from building image of the country, gave a good oppor- 
tunity to export Indian goods and also created a political goodwill between two 
countries, he stated. 


Mr. R. C. Shah, chairman, Bank of Baroda, in his keynote address pointed out that 
those who desired to establish joint ventures abroad should be real entrepreneurs 





and felt that any adventure without obtaining the full fundamentals of establishing 
joint ventures would be a futile exercise. Before establishing a joint venture 
collaboration abroad, the entrepreneur should aleo visualise the cost to the domes- 
tic resources and prefer to go only in those kinds of industries which required the 
least sacrifice, 


He stressed the need of filling up the information gap in the technical as well as 
the managerial field. Mr. Shah felt that there should be an ECOC cover for third 
country exports. He aleo expressed the view that the country sh wld have a fund 
to finance the joint ventures abroad. 


Mr. Shah said that the developed countries were willing for Indian participation 
mainly because of constraint of man-power and apathy to particular type of work in 
those countries. Some of the developing countries preferred Indian participation 
because they could not adopt high technology of the developed countries. This, 

he added, provided a greater scope for large scale joint ventures abroad. 
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CONGRESS(U) LEADERS RULE OUT PARTY MERGER

Mr Sharad Pawar, former Maharashtra Chief Minister today said there was no question 
of merger of the Congress-U (with any other political party).

The party should be built up as a force “whether it takes five years or ten years 
does not matter,” he added.

He 
said Cong-!’ in Kerala under the leadership of PCC president A K Antony, had grown 
to be a great force. He should, therefore, move out of Kerala to organise the 
party on a national level to face the challenges of ‘dispondency and despair’ now 
prevailing in the country, he said. 


Mr Pawar said within the last two months the party had reached a total membership 
of nine lakhs with predominently good response from West Bengal, Bihar and Andhra 
Pradesh besides Kerala.

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MAY CONFERENCE TO DETERMINE NATIONAL WAGE POLICY

[Text) New Delhi, Ped. — tripartite conference to finalize the national wage 
poliey will be held here in May after the Budget session of Parliament, Mr N. D. 
Tiwari, Union Minieter for Labour, told the Rajva Sabha today. 


Mr Tiwari, speaking durine 4 discussion on a call-attention motion on the contin- 
ving strike in public sector undertakings in Bangalore, Hyderabad and Kanpur, 

and the steps taken by the Government in this regard, said that five national 
trade unions had been invited for the tripartite conference. The issue of labour 
participation in management would be taken up at the conference, he said. 


Referring to the etriking emplovees’ demands, the Minister was careful not to 
commit himeelf, but mentioned that while the management was willing to give Re 9.45 
crores, the demand was for Re 14 crores, The strikers’ demands would mean Re 6 
crores 4 year Re 14 crores in arrears and Re 33 lakhe for the new employees. The 
recurring expenditure would be Re 3.9 crores, Acceptance of the demands would 
affect the resource position and the demand for parity would result in an “unend- 
ine epiral”. 


Though Mr Tiwari admitted that the loss in production had run into crores of rupees, 
he refrained from eivine even a rough idea of the total losses so far. Also, he 
would not say whether the strike was politically motivated as any observation by 

him in thie regard as Labour Minister sigt't complicate matters.

The Lok Sabha had to be abruptly adjourned for two hours today when some irate 
members belonging to the ruling party and the Opposition resorted to a violent 
scuffle on the floor of the House for the first time in the history of the Indian 
Parliament. 


The trouble started when a Congress (1) Hariian member from Cujarat, Mr. Hiralal 
Parmar, tried to stage a dharna during the zero hour protesting against the alleged 
ill-treatment of his community during the current anti-reservation agitation in the 
State.

As he equatted to protest in the well of the House, the Minister for Parliamentary 
Affaire, “Mr. Bhiehma Naravan Sineh, “Mr. 4. K. L. Shagat and some other Congress (1) 
members rushed to the epot to pe:.suade him to go back to his seat.

But as he was persisting in etaginug this dharna and refusing to comply with the 
Speaker’« plea for decorum, they tried to calm Mr. Parmar by nudging him to a 
near-by seeat in the front.

A Congress (1) member wae alleged to have hit a Janata (S) member admidsat this 
scramble, It led to an exchange of hot words followed by blows as alleged by 
both sides, This led to many more members joining the fray, before the aghast 
Speaker adjourned the House after his repeated pleas for orderly behaviour had fo 
effect on them, 


Unprecedented 


This wae the first time ever that the members of the Lok Sabha had resorted to 
physical violence on the floor of the House, Though there were occasions when 
anary members had created scenes and moved threateningly towards the Speaker's 
chair or the Treasury benches and even staged dharna by refusing to leave the 
chamber or resisting the attempts of the watch and ward to eject them--they had 
so far stopped short of engaging in an exchange of blows in the House. 


The Speaker, Mr. Balram Jakkar, referred this unprecedented development to the 
Business Advisory Committee to decide what should be done to prevent recurrence 
of such an incident in the House. 


At the party level, the Prime Minister. Mrs. Indira Gandhi, who was not present in 
the chamber when this unfortunate evert took place, called for a full report from 
the Minister for Parliamentary Affairs to see what should be done to ensure better 
behaviour by her own party colleaguee before anything else could be done to make 
the Opposition parties also comply with the rules of the House. 


The Government was quite concerned that an incident of this kind in Parliament 
might aggravate further the inflamed passions of the rival castes in the wake of 
the current anti-reservation agitation in Guiarat. 


An outcry was already being raised by the Opposition parties about the alleged 
intimidation of Harilans in the State and the fact that a ruling party member had 
sparked today's incident in Parliament could conceivably add to the prevailing 
caste tensions there. 


The incident had also set the whips on both sides of the House thinking what should 


be done to tighten party discipline to ensure that whatever the provocation members 
fo not resort to violence in this deplorable fashion.

Mr. Phigo has apparentiy taken the etand that he ie willing to start 4 dialogue 
with the government prowided it is no’ .onditional on hie declaring hie allegiance 
te the Indian conetitution affirming Nagaland ae an unalienable part of India and 
changing } © statue to that of an Indian citizen. Mr. Phiso hae adopted British 
nationality. 


Thies is the second time in the past five years that efforte to bring Nr. Phizo 
into the Nagaland peace process hawe failed. fsriier, when Mr. Morarji Desai wae 
prime sinicter, representatives of the unofficial Nagaland peace council held 
telke with Mr. Phigo to hammer out «4 forma. 


Sources close to Mr. Phige say that the Mage leader is oblivious of the fact that 
@uch water hae flown down the Brahamaputra since the Shillong accord was reached 
in Nowember, 1975. The democratic process has taken 4 firm root, in Nagaland, and 
some of the iesues that appesred to be witel some years ago are no longer welid, 


In @ sense, Mr. Phigo hae fa «-' te come to terms with the basic stipulations of 
the Shillong accord which wae wo ««d out by « delegation of cix representatives of 
the underground, led by Mr. Kawi “a lay, — brother of Mr. Phiso. The representa- 
tives of the underground organisations unconditionally accepted the constitution 
of india and laid down their arms. 


The third provision of the accord gave “ressonable time” to the representatives of 
the underground to formulate other issues for discussion to reach 4 final settie- 
ment.

TIBETAN EXILES IN INDIA APPEAL TO WALDHEIN

[Text) New Delhi, Pebruary 11 (PTL): The aceembly of Tibetan people's deputics, 
the Tibetan government in exile in India, has appealed to the U.N. secretary~ 
general, Dr. Kurat Waldheim, to prevail upon the Chinese leaders to “concede the 
historically established facts about Tibet's sovereignty and let the six million 
people of Tibet choose their own destiny.” [ae published) 


In 4 memorandum on behalf of the Tibetan people “living in the free world,” the 
deputies welcomed Dr. Waldheia to India and drew hie attention to the just demands 
of the Tibetans. 


They submitted that Tibet had both “de facto and dejure” been independent histor- 
ically. 


In domestic, foreign and wilitary affaires, the Tibetan government under the Dalai 
Lam had consistently followed an independent policy. Tibet had remained neutral 
in the second world war and refused permission for transportation of military 
equipment to China through Tibet, the eemorandum eaid. 


“The Chinese military occupation of Tibet since 1949 was, therefore blatant 
aggression which the people of Tibet hawe not accepted. 


The deputies urged Dr. Waldheia to act firmly on the three resolutions passed by 
the general assembly condemning the Chinese action in Tibet. The Chinese govern- 
ment had refused to respect the verdict of the world body even though it wae a4 
member of the U.N... it added. 
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PROCEEDINGS OF CIVIL, MILITARY PARLEY REPORTED 
Bombay THE TIMES OF INDIA in English 16 Feb 81 p 20 
[Text] Calewtta, February 15. 


A civil and military liaieon conference, held here earlier thie week, hae noted 
that the law and order situation in almost 411 the north-eastern states hae etabi- 
lieed, but there is etill need for vigilance. 


The conference, an annual feature, was presided over by the GOC-in-C of Eastern 
command, Lt-General —. A. Vas, and attended by the chief secretaries and inepectore- 
general of police and Weet Bangal, Sikkim, Assam, Neghalaya, Arunachal Pradesh, 
Nagaland, Manipur, Misoream and Tripura. it soted that in West Bengal in the last 
one year, the army had not been required to aid the civil administration. 


Among other ieeues discussed at the two-day conference, according to an army 
spokesman, were those related to acquisition of land for the army, recruitment, 
excise and revenue, and firing ranges. 


In regard to the Weet Bengal chief secretary, Mr. A. KE. Sen's point about very low 
recruitment of Bengalis in the infantry, @ epokeeman explained that 4 concerted 


campaign by the army and the state government sight provide better impetus for 
enrolment. 


If there wae 4 etress on Englieh a6 the sediue of teste for recruits, it was 
because of it being 4 link language and not to judge one’s proficiency or knowledge 
of the English language or literature.

[Text) Minister for Civil Aviation and Towrtem A P Sharm on Tuesday told the 
Rajya Sabha that the question of manufacturing 4 light aircraft to suit the require- 
ment of the third-level airline was under active consideration of the Government, 
reporte PTI.

Brahmachari was negotiating collaboration with any foreign country for the aanu- 
fac.ure of the third line aircraft. 


Mr Shares said that the allegations by Mr Kulkarni were “totally falee and base- 
less.” 


Mr Sharm said that Vayudoot service had been started to meet the transport require- 
ment of the people of the North East Region and it would be extended to 10 sore 
centres in the next two years.

The speakers at the meeting, including Mr Mitra and 
Mr Ray, expressed indignation at the “uncivilized language used by leaders of the 
Left Front againet us.”

Indo-Burma Petroleum, 4 public-sector company, hae claimed that it has broken the 
monopoly of the guitinationale in the manufacture of cryocontainere for storing 
frozen semen required for cattle crosse-breeding. 


It describes the achievement as a major breakthrough for improving the breed of 
cattle and the yield of milk. For the firet time in the country, it has acquired 
the capability of manufacturing aluminium cryocontainers. 


A major constraint in the application of the frozen semen technology so far has 
been the non-availability of cryocontainers since they had to be imported. Accor- 
ding to IBP, the technology developed by it for the manufacture of cryocontainers 
should help boost the cattle-breed improvement programme. 


The frozen semen technology is being used by various state directorates of animal 
husbandry, dairy development corporations and private organisations. The nationa! 
commission on agricalture had strongly recommended this programme. [as published] 


IBP has set up an ultra-modern plant in Nasik for the manufacture of 5,000 cryo- 
containers per annum with technical collaboration with L'air Liquide of France. 

The manufacture of cryocontainers involves th use of highly specialised and sophis- 
ticated machines most of which have been desi,..ed by IBP's research and development 
engineers. 


IBP has also entered into an agreement with another public-sector company--Bharat 
Heavy Plates and Vessels Ltd--to share the technical knowhow for the manufacture of 
cryocontainers. BHPV will set up tiis year capacity for manufacturing 4,000 con- 
tainers 4 year. 





As far as IBP's unit is concerned, ite installed capacity can be doubled at a 
short notice of about six months by making an investment of under Re. 5 lakhs in 
balancing equipment. Thus, the capacity for the manufacture of cryocontiners of 
the two public-sector companies can be made sufficient to meet the future dem ds 
of the country. [as published! 


The total requirement of crycontainers of the country over the next five years is 
estimated to be in the region of 50,000 valued at Re. 25 crores. [as published]

Addressing 4 presse conference here today after hie return from 4 trip abroad which 
had taken hie to Prance, Romania, Italy and the U.K., Mr. Sethi held out the 
assurance that there would be no difficulty in obtaining foreign assistance for 
the Thal-Vaishet fertiliser project though no aid would be available from the World 
Bank.

Negotiations for aid worth $150 @illion to $250 willion from the World Bank for a4 
similar gae-based fertiliser project at Hagira in Gujarat would begin in Washington 
next week.

[Text] The O41 and National Gas Commission (ONGC) has drawn up an ambitious plan 
to produce 70 million tonnes of crude oil~-50 from offshore and 20 from onshore 
welle--during the next five years, according to ONGC sources, reporte UNI, 


The sources said thie would lead to 4 saving of foreign exchange to the tune of 
over Re 15,000 crore during the period. 


According to the plan, 356 exploratory welle and 535 development wells would be 
taken up for drilling within next five years. Four mobile rige and about 50 

fixed offshore platforms will be added within this period and nearly 400 sub-marine 
pipelines will be laid. 


The ONGC plan aleo envisages 4 six-fold increase in gas availability--from two 
million cubic metres a day this year to 13.6 million cubic setres a day by 1985. 
ONGC's (cooking gas) plant at Uran is about to be commissioned and will signif i- 
cantly increase supply of cooking gas, ac. srding to the sources. 





The sources said new thruece are being made in looking for ofl in deeper waters, 
deeper horizons and subtle traps. 


To achieve the targets the research and development efforte are being augmented 
with greater vigour to enhance the recovery of oil through appropriate techniques. 


The demand for imported crude oil is estimated to increase to 21 million tonnes by 
the end of the sixth five-year Plan from the present figure of about 14 sillion 
tonnes. 


During 1980-81 the ONGC proposed to incur Re 5M crore for stepping up pre fuction 
from seven million tonnes to over nine sillion tonnes. This will mean almost 
doubling of ite expenditure during the current year as ageinet the last year's 
figure of Re 287 crore. 


The proposed expenditure as per the draft five-year-plan submitted by the ONGC 
is estimated at Re 2,944 crores. 


Meanwhile, ONGC has completed the offshore reconnaisance surveys to the extent 
of 90 per cent over the continental shelf of India. Surveys in the remaining 
areas are planned to be completed by thie year. 


Surveys are also being intensified in the onshore areas and 4 total of 44,600 line 
kms of seiemic work is proposed to be done during 1984-85.

K P Tripathi, Mre Indira Gandhi said that she was advising the CSIR to examine 
late Dr Tripathi's research papers and photographs left behind by hin.

However, she etreseed the need for adopting 4 Bilingual policy for teaching fing! ish 
and Hindi equally well alone with the sother tongue. 


"We must teach Bnglich wery well a6 it ie an important internations! language,” 
she said, adding English could not be ruled out altogether just because of our 
conservative nationalist epirit. 


Dr Shah favoured non-formal education at the university lewel, flexibility in cur- 
riculum and courses and examination reforms by proper planning. 


Anewering 4 question, she said the mein cause of student unrest in the country was 
due to nonayprectation of the sepirations of the youths. Students should be 
properly motivated for ich edweation should be aade worthwhile. 


Dr Shah called for overall changes in education at various levels for establ ishing 
proper coordination among students, teachers and planners. 


The UGC chief eaid higher education could not achiewe ite aanifold objectives and 
eatiefy the neede of the students unless organieed on 4 logical basis with 4 pro- 
feesional expertiee of a higher order. 
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De Thal said teachers at higher education should devete more time to serve better 
the edveational eyetes, Por this, she favoured reduetion in holidays, 


Students should net be confined te clase roome but aleo be given practical treda- 
ing.

All the crew of the Sangihe immediately got ready to assist the ship in distress, 
preparing life preservers, ropes, fire extinguishers and the like. Meanwhile the 
radio operator, L.A. Abubakar, attempted to make contact with the Tampomas. He 
couldn't get through. Then he contected the coastal transmitting station in 
Jakarta to pase on the news of the disaster. Aleo he tried to communicate with any 
eraft in the vicinity of the burning ship. 


By 0800 hours the Sangihe wae circling the Tampomes. Radio operator Abubakar con- 
tinued to try to make contact. Then the Sangihe dropped ite port anchor to 4 depth 
of 135 = and attempted to tie up with the Tampomes from 4 distance of 100 =. Two 
ropes were extended between the boats, and according to the crew of the Sangihe, at 


that moment many passengers jumped into the ocean with life preservere. 


Bilaiu said that high waves and strong winds thwarted the efforts of the rescuers 
to help those who had jumped into the ses. “It was the waves and wind that deter- 
mined where 4 person would go,” he said. Some apparentiy strange things were hap- 
pening. Babies six and eight onthe ola were rescued, while the fate of hundreds of 
adult mies remains unknow. 





After that, because the wind grew stronger, the Sangihe's position in relationship 
to the Tampomas became more hazardous. One of the plastic ropes connecting the two 
ships caught on fire from the heat and broke.

The Last Passenger 


Whoever was involved in the Tampomas rescue operation, according to the crew of the 
Sangihe, undoubtedly would give recognition to the captain, A. Rifai. 


Rifai informed all the captains involwed in the operation of his decision: “What- 
ever happens, I will be the last passenger to leave the ship.” When the ship sank, 
there were still hundreds of passengers on board. One of them was certain to have 
been Rifai, who has not been found to date. 


Meanwhile KOMPAS has met with the captain of the Jerwk, Tahir Pontoh, whose ship 
tied up at the Zamrut Selatan Tanjungpereak pier in Surabaya at 1418 on Thureday. 
The freighter took on 2) of the Tampomes passengers. Ail of them had only minor 
injuries. 


Citing the reports of several passengers, Tahir Pontoh said that the fire started 
on the lower deck where automobiles were kept. The fire was first seen by 4 pae- 
senger named Karin.

WORK BEGINS ON DEVIGHAT POWER PROJECT 
Calcutta THE STATESMAN in English 17 Feb 61 p 7 


[Text] Kathmandu, Feb. 16.--Nepal, which hae a vast hydro-electric potential of 
63,000 MW, ie currently facing 4 severe power crisis, with load-shedding for seven 
to eight hours a day in the Kathmandu valley, reporte PTI. 


It is in this context that the foundation of the Indian-aided Devighat project 
wae laid by the Nepalese Prime Minister, Mr Surya Bahadur Thapa, recently. 


The Indian Minister for Energy, Mr A. B. A. Ghani Khan Chowdhury, and representa- 
tives of the Indian public sector National Hydro-Electric Power Corporation, 
which is executing the project on behalf of the Government of India, repeatedly 
assured the Nepalese Government at the ceremony that it would be their endeavour 
to see that the project was completed well ahead of schedule. 


The project, which was conceived in 19786, envisages utilization of the water of 
the existing Triesuli power station, aleo built by India, to produce 14.1 MW of 
power. 


The idea is to divert the water to a distance of 4.5 km through open channels and 
tunnels and release it back into the Trisuli through turbines from a height to 
produce power. 


Work on the project, which etarted in May 1980, after formalities in regard to 

the acquisition of land by the Nepalese Government had been completed, is progres- 
sing at a rapid pace. The infrastructure of the project has already been completed 
and tunnelling has begun. 


The Devighat project, described by representatives of both India and Nepal as a 
milestone in cooperation between the two countries, would, however, hardly meet 
the hill kingdom's future demand. 


To take care of this, talks have been going on between India and Nepal on two major 
projects--Pancheshwar and Karnali. 


Considerable headway had been made in these talks and investigation in the 1,000 
MW Pancheshwar project is likely to start soon. It has also been agreed to prepare 
a detailed report, with the help of international consultants, on the Karnali 
project to produce as auch as 4,500 Mi. 


These projects would not only open up prospects for industrialization of Nepal 
but aleo help it tide over the adverse balance of trade with India by supplying 
excess power at mutually agreed rates.

Many of hie friends and 
allies have come to the unhappy conclusion that during Reagan's reign an all-out 
cold war will be waged, taking America and the world through four hectic yeare--on 
to 1984. Although 4 measure of recidivies was noticeable during Carter's last 
eighteen months, the Republican President has ewung right back to the dangerous 
Dullesian era with a epate of declarations that have created unease 41\ over the 
world, 


Whose Terrorien? 


Among hie other frightening pronouncements, President Reagan hae written off the 
Salt tl Treaty; and while he has said that he ie willing to resume talke with the 
USSR, it is clearly intended that the basis for any new treaty should be the 
unacceptable premise of acceptance by the rest of the world of U.S. superiority in 
nuclear arms. The linkage theory has been refurbished to prevent sectoral agree- 
mente and, presumably, to sabotage regional settlements like the Helsinki Pact. 
Backed by Secretary of State Haig, the U.S. President has talked at length of a 
new campaten ageinet international terrories which, according to current Washington 
thinking, ie inetigated and supported by the Soviet Union. Their diatribes are 
aimed at such developments ae the Palestinians’ fight for freedom, Angola's 
resistance against South African faeciem and ite agents, and other liberation 
struggles against raciem or dictatorship. Translating this bizarre philosophy 

into action, Israel has been promised full euryort, economic and military aid 

has been resumed to <he El Salvador junta, and the meagre aid being given to 
Nicaragua has been cut off. With the human rights iesue relegated, the pattern of 
future U.S. foreign policy is illustrated by the fact that the first foreign digni- 
taries to vieit Washington and meet with President Reagan are Jamaica's IMP- 
favourite Prime Minister Seaga and South Korea's dictator Chun who has received 

the assurance that U.S. troops stationed in his country will not be withdraw.

Nor have other members of the Reagan Cabinet been slow to take off, Vice-President 
Bush, the former CIA head, has given not~-so-cevert indications of plans te reorga~ 
fiee and activise the Company so that it can resume ite global operations without 
any ethical inhibition euch as restrictions on employing American journaliste or 
priests as spies in the countries te which they assigned, Then, Defence Secretary 
Weinberger has announced that the neutron bomb will be taken out of cold storage 
and deployed in Western Burope if America’s Buropean allies can be goaded inte going 
along with the new poiicy, Therefore, even in the NATO countries, feare have been 
freely expreseed that Reagan's plane for glebal confrontation could well take the 
world te a horrendous clash of nuclear arms,

term, the resietance of Washington's partnere and the American people would be 
more effective, and there are some signe that this is beginning to build up.

NEED FOR VIGILANCE DISCUSSED

[Text] The wave of unrest sweeping the student community is perplexing. Without 
any real stimulus, the chain reaction seems to have been triggered. Arson, and 
other “accidents” have conspired to become the occasion of prolonged demonstration. 
No fresh grievance, no true student demand has surfaced. One has to agree with 
the President that more of politics than any student problems have caused the 
trouble. Incidents have occurred in comparatively remote areas removed from 
traditional centres of urban discontent and professional agitation. The border 
provinces of the NWFP and Baluchistan have been particularly affected. 


When asked what in his opinion was behind the trouble, the President said both 
"foreign and internal” elements were involved, The Governor of Baluchistan has 
issued a stern warning to trouble makers, and enjoined vigilance against the 

evil designs of opportunistic self-seekers. The President, too, has said that 
some have tried to use the younger generation to further their own nefarious 
ends. He is hopeful, and the people confident, that the situation will soon be 
restored to normalcy. He holds the view that internal elements should be dealt 
with first. There has recently been some fairly overt, covert activity in opposi- 
tion political circles, and the unrest would tend to be associated with this in the 
public mind. Agitation is an old pressure tactic. However, in the light of the 
President's statement, it appears that things are more complex in origin than 

such a simple explanation implies. 


One appeals to the majority of peace-loving citizens to stay calm. Genuine demands 
and grievances can be formulated so that they do not constitute a public threat to 
the community at large. People should not lose sight of the broader context of 
time and event in concentrating on a particular issue. One way of curing this 
would be of preventing it: issues should be dealt with before they stagnate into 
festering sources of irritation. Failing this patriotic citizens are obliged to 
see that they do not allow a formulation of their own policies to become a pretext 
or umbrella for other more dubious purposes, This, of course, is one of the prob- 
lems in a less open society we should try and find a rational and intelligent way 
of coping that does not lend itself to unscrupulous exploitation.
